1 1 . (Original) A cellular telephone, comprising: 

2 a memory adapted to store a telephone number associated with an 

3 incoming telephone call; and 

4 a transmitter adapted to transmit the telephone number to another 

5 telephone. 

1 2. (Original) A cellular telephone as recited in claim 1 , further comprising: 

2 a receiver adapted to receive a different telephone number from the 

3 another telephone; and 

4 a calling unit adapted to place an outgoing telephone call to the different 

5 telephone number. 

1 3. (Original) A cellular telephone as recited in claim 1 , wherein the 

2 transmitter is a personal area network transmitter. 

1 4. (Currently amended) A cellular telephone as recited in claim 31 , wherein 

2 the transm i tt e r i s a B l uetooth transm i tt e rt elephone number is part of Caller ID 

3 data corresponding to the incoming telephone call . 

1 5. (Currently amended) A telephone, comprising: 

2 a receiver adapted to receive a t ele phon e numb e r from a c ell ular 

3 t ele phon e .from another telephone, Caller ID data corresponding to an incoming 

4 call to the other telephone : and 

5 a calling unit adapted to place an outgoing call to th e telephone numbor based on 

6 the Caller ID data. 
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1 6. (Currently amended) A telephone as recited in claim 5, further comprising 

2 a display adapted to exhibit the t e l e phon e numb e r Caller ID data . 

1 7. (Original) A telephone as recited in claim 5, further comprising a user input 

2 unit adapted to receive a user instruction regarding the placement of the outgoing 

3 call. 

1 8. (Original) A telephone as recited in claim 5, wherein the telephone is a 

2 PSTN-based telephone. 

1 9. (Original) A telephone as recited in claim 8, wherein the telephone 

2 comprises a cordless telephone. 

1 10. (Original) A telephone as recited in claim 9, wherein the receiver is in a 

2 handset of the cordless telephone. 
1 1 . (Original) A telephone as recited in claim 5, wherein the telephone is 

2 another cellular telephone. 

1 12. (Currently amended) A method of placing a telephone call from a 

2 telephone, comprising: 

3 receiving, over a wireless link, ca ll r e lat e d information from another 

4 telephone , Caller ID data corresponding to an incoming call to the other 

5 telephone ; and 

6 placing an outgoing call based on the ca l l r el at e d i nformat i on Caller ID 



1 13. (Original) A method as recited in claim 12, wherein the other telephone is 

2 a cellular telephone. 
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1 14. (Currently amended) A method as r e c i t e d i n c l a i m 12 of placing a 

2 telephone call from a telephone, comprising: 

3 receiving, over a wireless link, call related information from another 

4 telephone; and 

5 placing an outgoing call based on the call related information, 

6 wherein the other telephone is a cellular telephone, and 7 

7 wherein the call related information comprises a telephone number 

8 associated with a telephone call previously received by the other telephone. 

1 15. (Original) A method as recited in claim 14, wherein the wireless link is part 
I 2 of a personal area network. 

1_ 16. (Original) A method as recited in claim 15, wherein the personal area 

2 network is a Bluetooth network. 

1 1 7. (Original) A cellular telephone, comprising: 

2 means for storing a telephone number associated with an incoming call; and 

3 means for transmitting the telephone number to another telephone. 

1 18. (Original) A cellular telephone as recited in claim 17, further comprising: 

2 means for receiving a different telephone number from the another 

3 telephone; and 

4 means for placing an outgoing telephone call to the different telephone 

5 number. 

1 19. (Original) A cellular telephone as recited in claim 17, further comprising: 

2 means for displaying the stored telephone number; 
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3 means for receiving user input to transmit the stored telephone number; 

4 and 

5 means for triggering the transmitting means in response to the user input. 
20. (Original) A cellular telephone as recited in claim 1 8, further comprising: 



means for displaying the received telephone number; and 



3 means for receiving user input regarding the placement of the outgoing 

4 call to the received telephone number. 
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
